TODAY 1S APPROVED 


- The chafges in the service of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company entering 


Huntington avenue were inaugurated to- 


day, and, actording to the officials of 
that road, constitute a satisfactory. im- 
provement. 

The morning rush period does not fur- 
nish so complete a test as the night pe- 
riod since the influx of morning passen- 
gers extends over three hours from 6 to 
9 a. m., while the evening “rush hours” 
extend from 5 to 6:30, or 1144 hours. The 
test this evening is therefore expected to 
give the new schedule its most severe 
trial. 

The lines which are diverted from Hunt- 
ington avenue to Pleasant street subway 
entrance go straight through to North 
station and provide patrons a continuous 
ride without change and in practically 
the same time as by the old route. The 
Newton and Watertown line via Mt. 
Auburn street and the North Cambridge 
line via Beacon street, Somerville, are 
now running to Scollay square via Cam- 
bridge bridge. 

The Spring hill-subway line via 
Prospect street still runs to Park street 
but the cars which ran from Spring hill 
to Hanover street last November and 
were discontinued on account of subway 
construction will now run from the River 
street car house in Cambridge to Spring 
ill through Central square in addition 
to the regular Spring hill subway line. 

\The decrease in the number of cars 
traveling over Boylston street and Hunt- 
ington avenue now relieves the con- 
gestion which has caused so many blocks 
and delays of from 5 to 15 minutes in 
the. running time of a car, and increases 
the time of the remaining cars. 

The Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Company running an experi- 
mental suburban limited line between 
South Framingham and Park § street 
subway, which is entirely new to Boston, 
and 1s proving a great success, according 
to the general manager, C. A. Sylvester, 
It is known as the “Suburban limited,” 
and makes three round trips daily ex- 
cept Sunday. The running time between 
South Framingham and Boston one 
hour and 20 minutes, with 15 stops be- 
tween South Framingham and Lake 
street, Newton boulevard, running ex- 
press via Commonwealth avenue to 
Commonwealth avenue and Beacon street, 
Boston, and thence stopping on signal. 

There are two safety stops required 
by law at Warren street and Harvard 
avenue where Commonwealth avenue 
crosses them in Allston. Warren street 
is at the foot of a steep decline, and the 
Allston via Coolidge Corner car line runs 
on Harvard avenue. 

It is expected that changes will be 
made in the schedule of this line before 
long as the result of the new Elevated 
experiment. The selling of periodicals, 
bon bons, ete., on the cars was not popu- 
lar with the patrons and was discontin- 
ued Saturday.

— Richard Strauss opera “Elektra” 
has been tested in America and on 
the whole it has not proved a popular 
success. It would have fared better at 
its first performance in Boston last week 
by the Manhattan Opera Company if the 
Metropolitan company had not been 
present in town with its brilliant coun- 
ter attraction of “Aida”; yet it is doubt. 
ful whether it would have interested 
the opera public at large even under the 
most favorable cireumstances.

Robert Granger, ex-treasurer of the 
Gotham ‘Trust Company, is serving a 
‘long sentence in the penitentiary for a 
forgery of which his wife: Anna believes 
him innocent. In a determination to 
find evidence that will free her husband 
and so. remove from her two boys the 
blight that will fall on them when they 
learn of their father’s history, Anna, 
under an assumed name, secures employ- 
ment as secretary to Burton Temple, 
president of the trust company, whom 
she believes to be the guilty man. Tem- 
ple is being persecuted by lurid news- 
papers, which constantly intimate that 
he was guilty of the forgery, and finally 
cause his indictment. At this point 
‘Temple secures a letter written by 
Granger in which arrangements for the 
forgery are made. 

Anna gets possession of this letter, 
and in a moment of passionate impulse 
destroys it to protect her children. -In 
an immediate revulsion of feeling she 
realizes the wrong she has done Temple, 
whom she has come to love and who loves 
her. Anna confesses everything to Tem- 
ple and is forgiven. At this point 
Granger bursts into the room, having 
made his escape from prison. For the 
sake of her children Anna is at first 
ready to take up life agatn with her hus- 
band, but she learns that he has been 
untrue to her, and they part. She helps 
him escape by a side door from the house, 
to which he has been tracked by the pur- 
suing officers. The fugitive is discov- 
ered in the moonlight, however. <A shot 
is heard, and Anna is freed. 

Mr. Hurlbut has given an ingenious 
twist to the familiar melodramatic plot 
spring of the young husband unjustly 
imprisoned which has formed the’ basis 
of so many popular plays from “Human 
Hearts” to “The Third Degree.” To 
make the husband out really guilty and 
a bad husband as well, opens up a field 
of emotion for the wife that is almost 
Ibsenie in possibilities. These possibili- 
ties the author has failed to use to the 
best advantage, principally because he 
has not mastered dramatic construction. 

Nearly the whole action is developed 
by means of the always obvious and now 
practically obsolete device of the confi- 
dant. The hero_has a confidant and so 
does the heroine. It is with these*confi- 
dants that the chief characters are made 
_to talk over what has happened and what 
is going to happen. Once the premises 
of the action had been laid down the 
two chief characters should have been 
clashed and allowed to work out their 
destiny through struggle with each other. 

Yet in spite of this artificial develop- 
ment of the action and an unnecessarily 
complicated first act of exposition, the 
play is undeniably effective, for the play- 
wright sticks to his mutton every second 
with the tenacious directness we associ- 
ate with Bernstein’s social melodramas. 
This directness and the momentum of 
the drama, once the exposition is over, 
quite overcomes the defect of oeommon- 
place dialogue and conventionality in the 
characterization. The old Scribe formula 
of the machine play is almost justified 
by the theatrical effectiveness of “The 
Fighting Hope.” 

Only when we see the fate of charac- 
ters turn on accidents do we realize that 
we have been educated beyond this sort 
of thing by Ibsen and those that have 
learned of him. Character alone is fate, 
and an action that is to have a universal 
appeal of reality must be based only on 
the nature of the characters involved. 
Mr. Hurlbut will see this, we are gure, 
and not base the climax of his next 
drama on such a mechantcal device as a 
lapse of memory in a busrness man, who 
at. a critical moment forgets the com- 
bination of: his own safe. To be sure this 
could have happened, but accidents are 
exceptional, whereas the art of the drama 
‘js universal, and seeks to be of universal 
value in. its exposition of human fife. 
-Therefore dramatic climaxes should rest 
on and spring from the universal basis of 
human character, and not be dependent 
on mere stage trickery. The quality of 
unreality pervades the whole drama be- 
cause of the overuse of intricate and 
vaguely explained coincidences. Out of 
this sense of unreality Miss Bates had to 
wrest the underlying fine feeling, and 
make the whole seem reat. 

It is to Miss Bates’ great skill and 
fine feeling that the success of the play 
is largely due. She is called upon to por- 
tray the widely varied emotions of a suf- 
fering wife and the pangs of a mother 
fearing that dishonor may come to her 
_ children, all of which must be shown be- 
neath the calm exterior of her assumed 
pose of a self-reliant business woman. 
Detail after detail of the illuminating 
strokes by which she set forth this com- 
plex state might be catalogued, and ex- 
amples given of the great range of va- 
riety and naturalness in tones and pos 
tures used by Miss Bates, but suffice it 
to say that the total effect was that so 
rarely seen on the stage, the effect of 
reality. There was truth even in. the 
slightest things, as when typewriting a 
letter, Miss Bates actually writes it, as 
any one can discover by listening to the 
stroke of the keys. 


Miss @ates’ reticence kept her theatri- 
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chanical emphasis. Miss Lauretta Wells 


| made sympathetic lines meaningless by 


mannered intonations and general angu- 
larity. Wedgewood Nowell was a mere 
whiner as Granger, wholly missing op- 
portunity for @ strong scene showing the 
brazen desperation of the hunted man. 
Howell Hansel startled New York audi- 
ences with his power in this character. 
John Cope alone measured up to the 
standards of Miss Bates’ fine accomplish- 
ment. His harsh voice and unrelieved 
bearishness of masculinity caused the 
character to seem far better drawn than 
it was. Sundry minstrel jests at women 
he made seem really witty by his dry 
humor. 

The single setting in Temple’s library 
is unusual in its effect of solidity. Even 
the ceiling appears to be built of paneled 
wood instead of canvas. The stage deco- 
rations are as elaborate as a_ service- 
able library would possess and a soft 
green carpet covers the floor. 

A large audience followed the action 
with close interest, and expressed in cur- 
tain calls its enjoyment of the play and 
of the acting.

enormous amounts to industrial centers 
during the past month. 

There continues to be a heavy tonnage 
of general merchandise—heavier than at 
this time last vear—and the movement of 
grain and livestock is fair. A feature 
of the tonnage movement now is the 
heavy shipments of farming impleménts. 


this industry being exceptionally active | 


at this time. Farm work is well ad- 
vanced for the season. 

In the local steel and iron trade there 
is normal activity. Though it is still a 
little early for their appearance, manu- 
facturers of agricultural implements, 
makers of wagons, harrows, plows, shel- 
lers, planters, thrashers and the like are 
already beginning to feel the market for 
their requirements of bars for the year 
beginning July 1, and soon will be adding 
to the already heavy call on mills and 
plants their own extensive demands for 
materia}. 

It will be about a month from now 
that the farm implement makers will 
make themselves most felt in the mar- 
ket. With this new phase to the demand 
there are also beginning t obe felt the 
requirements of innumerable small shops 
all over the country, each putting in its 
orders to complete its spring stock of 
iron and steel. 

In the western district there have been 
no exceptional rail purchases, though 
specifications on previous contracts have 
been coming to the mills in large vol- 
ume. In demand for structural material 
for bridges, etc., the actual buying on 
the part of the railroads has been still 
of the odds and ends variety, several 
orders for smal] tonnages having been 
placed lately. The feeling of the market 
for larger tonnages, however, which has 
been noted for several weeks past, is con- 
tinuing, and makers are looking for 
larger purchases from day to day. 

The mills are selling at present more 
than they are shipping. and though there 
is some hesitation in the placing of struc- 
tural orders slow deliveries are holding 
back the structural plants to a certain 
extent. ; 

The local pig iron market is one of 
varied moods. Conditions which ordi- 
narily count for semething present so 
many conflicting angles that a suming 
up of the various phases of the general 
situation gives a rather neutral tone to 
the market. 

In the dry goods trade attendance of 
buyers in the wholesale market has been 
lighter and the buying movement less 
general. Jobbers have been in receipt of 
generous road and mail orders, however, 
and the outward movements of supplies 
have made a gratifying aggreyate. 

The eondition of the market was ex- 
cellent and more favorable reports from 
the primary markets added to the gen- 
eral tone of confidence which pervaded 
the trade.; Many repeat orders have been 
received for leading lines of spring and 
summer merchandise, indicating that ini- 
tial sales of these goods met with unex- 
pected favor from consumers and that 
early purchases had proved inadequate 
to fill requirements,

Some surprise was expressed when it 
became known that New, York Central 
had petitioned the commission for au- 
thority to make the present issue. The 
railroad officials are known to hold the 
opinion that the commission has no juris- 
diction over issue 6f equipment trusts, 
as they are contract, rather than capital, 
obligations, and, therefore, not covered 
by the law which defines the commis- 
sion’s powers. 

In 1908 the $30,000,000 certificates 
were issued without authority from the 
commission and after a long séries of 
conferences betwen the commission and 
the railroad officials, the matter was 
taken into court for a ruling. No opin- 
ion has yet been handed down, however. 

The former issue of $30,000,000 5 per 
cent certificates was divided into 15 
parts of $2,000,000 each, maturing 1908 
to 1922, inclusive. The shortest maturi- 
ties were offered to the public at 99%, 
the longest at 93, the yields ranging be- 
tween 54% and 6 per cent. 

This issue found an extremely ready 
market and prices for the mean maturi- 
ties rapidly advanced to a 5% _ basis. 
Within the past few days a few of these 
certificates have appeared in the mar- 
ket at prices representing about a 4.35 
per cent basis, but by far the greater 
part of the $30,000,000 issue was taken 
by insurance companies, trust compa- 
nies and savings banks, where they will 
be held to maturities.

The gain of nearly $11,000,000 in de- 
posits of the Boston national banks, in 
the past week, increases total deposits to 
$263,066,000, or within $20,000,000 of the 
highest point Boston bank deposits have 
ever touched. | 

During the eight months’ period from 
April 17, 1909, when Boston bank depos- 


.{its made a high record of $283,700,000, 


to the close of the 1909 year, Boston 
banks lost over $50,000,000 of deposits. 
In December they touched the low point 
of $231,943,000, from which they ad- 
vanced to $240,000,000 or thereabouts in 
the following month. Since the first of 
March, however, deposits have been 
steadily gaining, and with the $11,000,- 
000 gain last week, have increased over 
$25,000,000 in the past four weeks. 

The increase of $25,000,000 in deposits 
at this time is due to accumulation for 
April coupons and dividends, incidental 
increases in large accounts in various 
banks, and money paid in on special ac- 
counts. March and April are naturally 
a period of accumulation. In those two 
months last year the Boston banks 
gained a total of $40,000,000, increasing 
total deposits to the highest point in 
their history. For the four weeks ended 
April 3, last year, Boston banks gained 
about $20,000,000 as against $25,000,000 
this year. 

Of special payments which have tended 
to increase deposits recently, the greatest 
has been: payments on account of the 
new $10,000,000 New York Teltphone 
bonds, recently issued.

DIVIDEND RATE 


Although Delaware & Hudson 
Had Heavy Gross Decrease 
in Coal Department Other 
Income Was Increased.

These earnings would ordinarily have 
‘added $1,369,749 to general profit and 
loss surplus after payment of 1910 divi- 
‘dends of $3,825,000, paid out of preced- 
ing year's earnings. There was, how- 
ever, an actual decrease in surplus from 
$11.525.204 on Dec. 31, 1908, to $11,079,- 
485 a year later. The entire year’s sur- 
plus after dividends and $445,719 more 
were written off. 

This is in part accounted for by 8286,- 
009 discount on bonds sold during 1909 
and by $1,350,312 paid as back rentals te 
Albany & Susquehanna under judgment 
of the court. These items leave $178,947, 
which, owing to the absence of a detailed 
general. profit and loss statement from 
the annual report, cannot be accounted 
for. 

Additional stock of $101,000 and first 
and refunding 4 per cent gold boads of 
$7,395,000 sold during the year increased 
capital liabilities by $7,496,000. Pro- 
ceeds of sale of the bonds or $7,108,991, 
leaving $286,009 to be charged to profit 
and loss, furnished funds to pay $4,175,- 
000 of the bills and loans payable, $650,- 
000 of the equipment trust indenture 
dated June 1, 1907, $150,000 in entire 
payment of the car trust certificates due 
May 15, 1909, and $200,000 of the deben- 
tures of 1914 maturing Jan. 1, 1909. 

Working capital at the beginning of 
1910 was a little less than $2,000,000. 
This is little enough, but it represents 
a marked improvement over the close of 
1908, when excess of liabilities over as- 
sets was more than $4,000,000. 

That Delaware & Hudson was able to 
show a surplus for 1909 within $60,000 
of the 1908 result, in the face of a de- 
crease of more than $7,500,000 in gross 
receipts from the coal department, at- 
tests the company’s ability to continue 
its 9 per cent dividend even in as poor a 
coal vear as 1909. 

The margin between gross expenses 
and receipts in the.coal department, never 
very large, is still narrower in a year of 
depressed coal trade, which of course 
decreases gross earnings of the railroad 
department.

SHOE MARKET 1S 
IN MUCH BETTER 
CONDITION NOW 


Volume of Business Greater 
and Recent Large Orders 
Have Given a Stability to 
Prices of Footwear. 


OUTLOOK BRIGHTER 


It is no longer to be denied that the 
shoe and leather market is in a much 
better condition, both as regards volume 
of business and stability of prices. 

The uneasiness on the part of the shoe 
buyers occasioned by the softening of 
prices on certain grades of side leather 
has been removed, therefore are operat- 
ing with a confidence quite apparent. 

It is a fact that some of the larger 
shoe buyers took advantage of the sit- 
uation and were able to place orders at 
prices unexpected four months ago, with 
the possible exception of shoes made 
from goat and cal{skins, which product 
aeprned to hold to sample prices. 

The report that one order for 24,000 
dozen was placed at a reduced price has 
been verified. There also were several 
orders of a lesser quantity, but these 
orders so changed the commercial @tmos- 
phere that a firmness unmistakable is 
noted and an advance in leather prices 
is considered not at all unlikely. 

The law of supply and demand is fre- 
quently referred to by the hide and 
leather dealers, and it needs but a casual 
survey to convince one that it is worthy 
of consideration, and however much the 
average merchant may be disposed to rid- 
icule that idea it is nevertheless a fact 
that there are times when it seems to 
possess the element of truth. 

A well known shoe manufacturer said 
last week that the time seems not far 
distant when footwear will be made of 
other material besides leather. It re- 
quires no great mathematician to reckon 
the condition of things nertaining to the 
shoe and leather industries, when he con- 
siders that the natural increase of a 
population of nearly 90,000,000 must be 
greater than that of hide-bearing ani- 
mals, which ratio also exists in the rela- 
tive difference in emigration and importa- 
tion. 

However, be this as it may, it ought 
to indicate to the minds of ingenious in- 
ventors the importance of discovering a 
substitute for leather possessing the nec- 
essary qualifications for durability and 
attractiveness out of which the footwear 
of the future may be produced. 

Shoe merchants far removed from the 
raw material are little aware of the 
enormous quantity of calf and goat skins 
cut into shoe uppers every day. 

To‘illustrate, one factory just outside 
of Boston, when busy, cut over 5000 goat 
and calf skins every working day, and as 
the factories number over 200, great and 
small, it can be easily seen that the sup- 
ply must needs be enormous. These 
facts are well known to all dealers in 
leather; therefore the shoe merchant has 
no well-founded reason for expecting a 
permanent low scale of prices such as 
existed 10 vears or more ago. 

No wearing apparel is subjected to 
such hard usage as footwear, and of none 
is so much expected. Notwithstanding 
this fact, nothing worn by men and 
women is so cheap or gives to the con- 
sumers so much for their money. 

Again, nothing worn by the human 
family has been so much improved in 
style, fit and durability as the shoes on 
the market today, the prices of which 
have been deqlining from decade to 
decade since the old shoe shop passed | ¢ 
out of existence. 

That competition has driven manufac- 
turers to this condition fs no doubt true 
in part, but they are fully entitled to 
the credit of it, as the cost of introducing 
new styles is extremely great. Through. 
out the whole country the outlook 
optimistic.

How to Grow Brussels 
Sprouts 


Brussels sprouts are grown the same 
as cabbage. They like a cool, moist soil, 
and do best in spring or in autumn. A 
late crop may be started in June or 
July. In mild parts of the country they 
are often gathered as late as New Year’s, 
but ordinarily the plants are pulled and 
hung top down, or with the roots in sand, 
in well-ventilated, cool, moist cellars. 
The sprouts are boiled in the same way 
as cabbage, but usually they are served 
Ww hole, | either with a drawn butter dress- 
ing ora white sauce. Preferably they 
should be boiled in two waters, as they 
are often stronger flavored than cabbage.

The Mound Builders 


The Mound Builders are an extinct 
race of North America, whose remarkable 
earth mounds still exist in the United 
States from the Great lakes to the 
rulf of Mexico and from the Appa- 
lachian to the Rocky mountains, but are 
especially numerous in Qhio, I}inois 
Indiana and ‘Missouri.

From a shoemaker’s bench to the high- 
est seat in the land, next the King. is in 
brief the career of Carl Theodor Zable, 
the new premier of Denmark, And his 
achievement is paralleled by several af 
his colleagues in Denmark's first radical 
ministry. 

Zahle is a shoemaker’s son. lis 
parents occupied_only a few rooms on 
the ground floor. One door opened on 
the street,. the other on the “gaard” or 
cobbled court, where Theodor played. 
The father was a public-spirited man. 
In the, long winter evenings a group of 
friends listened while the autocrat 
the shoemaker’s bench held forth on the 
iniquities of the conservative govern- 
ment. The boy listened eagerly. He 
borrowed scraps of leather from the shop 
and arranged them out in the court im 
the form of parliaments. When he be 
gan to read he chiefly was interested in 
newspapers and books of history. 

Theodor early learned the shoemaker’s 
trade, and assisted his father out of 
school hours. At the age of 11 he en- 
tered the Roskilde Latin school. He had 
plenty of stimulating surroundings. The 
boy lost interest in shoemakers’ lasts, for 
his heart was in his books. A farmer 
uncle predicted that the King would some 
day need their Theodor. So the family 
put their heads and purses together and 
sent the boy up to the university of 
Copenhagen to study law. His college 
career was successful. In 1890 he was 
admitted to the bar, and eventually to 
the higher courts, and he now is head of 
a law firm. 

In 1895 he was elected to the Lower 
House of Parliament, and became, in the 
course of years, the leader of his party. 
At the end of October, 1900, the King 
called upon Theodor Zahle to form Den- 
mark’s first Radical government. Zah!e 
is the youngest premier Denmark ever 
has had. 

His wife has been a good help to him, 
even in the earning of bread. She is an 
expert stenographer, and has for some 
years been employed in Parliament. 
When Zahle made the opening address 
for the new government his wife sat 
directly in front of him and took down 
every word.—Victoria Colonist.

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THoseé enthusiastic persons who imagined 
that the deposition of Abdul Hamid and the 
accession to power of the party which has 
: come to be known by the name of the Young 
New Turkish Turks would initiate a sudden era of pros- 
: perity and reform within the limits, of* the 
Regime Ottoman empire are beginning to discover 
that the traditional lines of government which 
have been pursued for centuries are always 
so engrained in national character that they 
are not to be eradicated in a moment. ‘To the ordinary reader a 
Turk is always a Turk, but to the man who understands the eastern 
question there is as much, there is even more difference, among the 
Turks than there is between the English, the Scotch, the Irish and 
the Welsh. The Semitic Turk, who largely inhabits Asia, and whose 
ancestors captured Constantinople and founded the Ottoman empire 
in Europe, is a much more simple as well as a much more conserva- 
tive person than the Slav Turk, who, to a large extent, inhabits 
Macedonia and the surrounding districts. The Slav Turk had his 
ancestry among the Slav population of those medieval-centuries to 
whom the Semitic Turk came with the sword in one hand and the 
Koran in the other. Had the Semitic Turk literally carried out his 
system of proselytization, the Nationalist question would not exist 
. today in the near east in the form in which it does. The Semitic Turk 
was face to face with the difficulty that, if he literally and forcibly 
converted the Christian population to Mohammedanism, he would 
have nobody left on whom he could rely as hewers of wood and 
drawers of water. The consequence is that, while he. forcibly 
converted the land owners as a class, he equally caretully left the 
peasantry unconverted, so that they might be retained in a condition 
of serfdom. ‘This is today the secret of the semi-Mohammedan 
population of such districts as Macedonia, and it is in addition the 
secret of the weakness of the Turk. When the Hamidian regime 
came to an end and the new era initiated by the Young Turk came 
into being, promises were made to the Christian population which, 
though no doubt absolutely honest in intent, were equally impracti- 
cable of execution. For some time this led to friction in Macedonia, 
and as the Macedonian Bulgars began to realize that the Young 
Turks were really desirous of remedying their grievances, they began 
also to be more amenable to reason, and to show a disposition to give 
time for the promised reforms to be carried out. 

The. fact, of course, was that the Young Turks’ party was itself 
face to face with a condition of things which made their own tenure 
of power precarious, and to have forced the pace in effecting these 
reforms would have been to run the risk of arousing all the passions 
of the reactionary elements in the country. Nothing, perhaps, 
illustrates this more clearly than the incident of the Cretan question. 
The possession of Crete meant really little enough to the government 
at Constantinople. It meant a great deal, sentimentally speaking, to 
the Ottoman Turks. Ever since the Russian war, the Turkish empire 
in Europe had been shrinking in a most portentous manner. The 
loss of even the nominal suzerainty of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
following the loss of eastern Roumelia, reduced public opinion to a 
condition when the mere proposal of the surrender of Crete would 
have been provocative of a political explosion. The idea that the 
possession of Crete was strategically necessary to the safety of the 
empire, or was likely to be so in the future, was a great political 
subterfuge evolved to save telling the plain truth that its surrender 
would have been tantamount to playing into the hands of the 
reactionists. Another, perhaps a worse instance of this, was supplied 
by the massacre in Cilicia. The story of those massacres, as told 
in reports of the British consul, and the American, French and 
German missionaries, has been published by M. Adossides, a Greek, 
whose father was at one time Governor of Crete, and who was 
himself trained in the Turkish service. This account leaves little 
doubt that the Cilician massacres involved a loss of 20,000 persons, 
and that they were deliberately undertaken by the Hamidian party at 
the very moment when the Young Turks’ army was forcing its way 
into Constantinople. That those massacres were deliberately planned 
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in the interests of reaction there is no reason to doubt. - That the’ 


Young Turks were absolutely innocent of-any participation in them is 
equally without doubt, but the fact remains that, face to face with the 
event, the Young Turk party was absolutely unable either to control 
them or to punish those who had perpetrated them. It is true that 
an examination was ordered from Constantinople, and that a commis- 
sion consisting of a Turk and an Armenian was sent to make the 
necessary inquiries. The Arntenian, face to face with the fact that 
the atrocities were the work of the entire population, retired from the 
commission. The prosecution of justice then took the course usual 
in Cilicia. ‘A’ handful of Turks received nominal punishment; a 
nunter of Armenians, against whom nothing was proved, were 
sentenced by a court martial to' imprisonment and execution. The 
moral is simple enough, that even if the Young Turks were willing 
they were certainly not able either to punish the offenders or to see 
justice done. 

The question of the future of the Young Turks, therefore, 
resolves itself into this, are they willing and are they able to effect 
the necessary reforms in the Turkish finances so as to abolish the 
wholesale system of malversation, or, more important still, have they

Having no real grievance of their own, 
workers cannot enter on such a strike with much enthusiasm or any 
real determination. Those who engage in a sympathetic strike 
reduce or annul their power to give financial aid to those whose 
banner they would help uphold, and they are almost certain soon 
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themselves to become dependent on the resources of the union organi- 
zation. Non-success is the nearly inevitable result. That was the 
outcome of the sympathetic strike at Philadelphia. Will the lesson 
be heeded by the workingmen? If it is heeded, the experience of 
the past few weeks, though costly, will not have been in vain. 

The strike, at its best, is a poor way to accomplish a purpose— 
it is the use of might where there may be a question of right. As 
has been shown in past conflicts, when labor gains some immediate 
end by this method, such as an increased wage or shortened hours, 
often for a single craft or in some restricted territory, it has merely 
achieved a victory that serves as the basis for a truce under which 
relations may be resumed between employees and employers until 
such time as conditions deyelop that seem to promise more complete 
success through renewed hostilities. The way to continual peace 
and mutual prosperity is through the avenue of arbitration.

There is hardly a question that at the present time Senator 
Beveridge controls the Republican organization of the state. At the 
same time, the Republican party of Indiana is loyal to the Taft 
administration. The Fairbanks element, a most important one, 1s 
particularly. desirous that the administration's policies shall receive 
an unqualified and a cordial indorsement in the platform of the party. 
Mr. Beveridge, however, will doubtless dominate the convention and 
dictate the platform. The latter will indorse the Taft administration, 
as matters stand, but it is very certain to indorse Senator Beveridge's 
attitude toward the tariff law, which-will be in the nature of a rebuke 
to the Taft administration. 

There is only the faintest hope that the difficulty may be 
avoided by compromise. ‘The seriousness of the problem lies in the 
fact that Senator Beveridge cannot reasonably be. expected to disap- 
prove of his own course by approving of the President's; the 
administration men can hardly afford to admit that on so important 
a question as the tariff the President 1s wrong.

This spreading 

process can be helped along by the establishment of small parks and 
playgrounds.

By restricting the height of tenement houses and compelling 
the enlargement of yard areas a desire for suburban life will be 
created and fostered, and this must eventually lead to a movement 
away from the congested districts of the city. |The improved 
condition of the latter—the establishment of small parks and play- 
grounds, will doubtless hold or win back many people who prefer to 
live near the heart of the great city.

In all the 
principal cities already two or more of the leading hotels are under 
one management, The possibilities for public advantage in enlarging 
these combinations are numerous. Whether they would actually

Congress is disposed to inquire more deeply into the matter 
before enacting legislation that would have a tendency to discourage 
amateur experiments in wireless telegraphy. With the view of 
learning more about the advancement of the new system of communi- 
cation, it is proposed that a commission shall be appointed which 
may report in a year or so. The Roberts bill and the Greene bill 
might well be held back until the commission is prepared to report 
what legislation is desirable. 

Amateur interference should stop, and the amateur associations 
will be consulting their own welfare by insisting that members shall 
not interfere with government messages, messages of distress at sea, 
or commercial business. What is needed most is a period of good 
behavior, earnest experimentation and improvement in the methods 
of sending and receiving. There should be no question as to the 
result. Wireless telegraphy within a short time will doubtless be so 
perfected that interference with messages will be as difficult as 
interference with wire messages at present. In the meantime the 
whole matter should be left open, especially since it is the first real 
opportunity boys have had to compete with their elders in the broader 
felds of experiment and invention.
